G. S. R. 7 (E).~ Tn exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (I) of section 35 of the Indian Ports Act. 1908 
(15 of 1908) , the Central Government hereby amends the 
Kandla Port Pilotage (Fees), Order, 1975, as follows, namely :— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Kandla Pori Pilotage
